Three w it­ 
nesses, including a m ember of the 
firm, saw him walking home with 
two eases of coffee (48 pounds) 
stolen from the warehouse. For­ 
ty-seven pounds were recovered. 
Arraigned in municipal court, 
Knight waived preliminary hear­ 
ing and is being held in default 
of $1,000 bond.

Even ii Labor wins then) 
it will have only a majority of 16.

Phillips said a majority of 30 seats 
was the minimum with which any 
single-party government could ef­ 
fectively get through 
its

policies. 
One way of avoiding the threat 
of new elections to more clearly 
define the lines would be forma­ 
tion of 
a coalition 
government. 
But leaders of both major parties 
have 
come out 
flatly 
against 
working together in a peace-time 
government.

W ASHINGTON—(L— The 
sud­ 
den 
lreezing of Bulgarian, H un­ 
garian and Romanian assets in this 
country sent United States rela­ 
tions 
with 
the Soviet satellites 
skidding to a new low today. 
Closely following the breaking 
of relations with Bulgaria earlier 
in the week, Attorney General Mc­ 
Grath announced last night that 
I the United States has halted pay­ 
ments 
from 
bank accounts and 
other assets held here by citizens 
of 
the 
three 
eastern European 
countries. 
Only a few hours before, Sec­ 
retary of State Acheson had indi­ 
cated that this country has v irtu­ 
ally given up hope of protecting 
American citizens and their inter­ 
ests in the 
three 
countries. He 
hinted that the next step may be 
the rupture of relations with H un­ 
gary and Romania. 
The Justice departm ent said the 
satellite 
assets 
were frozen be­ 
cause of a delay in compensating 
American claims in the three Com­ 
munist nations. 
Spy Charges Cooked Up 
It w ouldn’t say w nether the ac­ 
tion was connected with the con­ 
viction of American businessman 
Robert Vogeler in Hungary a few 
days ago on charges of espionage. 
A Budapest court sentenced Voge­ 
ler to 15 years’ imprisonment. 
Similar charges have been h u rl­ 
ed at American envoys in all three 
countries.

Secret Papers 


Of Army Stolen 


Spy Rings Robs USA 
Officers In Germany

HEIDELBERG. G erm any— (ZP)— 
The U. S. arm y says a w ell-organ­ 
ized spy ring apparently has been 
masterminding tho theft of secret 
papers from the homes of high 
arm y officers here over the past 
seven months. 
Authorities said thieves have e n ­ 
tered the homes of 30 officers in 
this U. S. arm y headquarters city 
and made oft 
with 
confidential 
documents, usually ignoring jew el­ 
ry, cash and other valuables. 
“ Either foreign agents, or some­ 
one trying to peddle secret docu­ 
ments to a foreign power is re ­ 
sponsible,” one official commented 
yesterday. 
He said the ring apparently re ­ 
ceived tips from inside the Euro­ 
pean comm and’s headquarters on 
which ut fleers, disregarding a se­ 
curity warning, took confidential 
papers to their homes. 
Tin ring struck first last Aug. 
IO. This month the homes ut three 
officers have been broken into. 
The latest to be robbed was a 
colonel who took a batch of se­ 
cret documents home and left them 
in his car. That night his home was 
entered and searched. 
The next night the colonel again 
left the papers in his car. 
This 
time the agents broke into his g a r­ 
age and walked off with them.

Still Unsolved 


Carl Bolton Freed In 
Detroit Shooting

DETROIT — (ZP)—The 
acquittal 
of Carl Bolton left unansw ered 
today 
that 
perplexing 
question: 
Who shot W alter Reuther? 
A recorder’s court ju ry of eight 
women and four men decided late 
yesterday that Bolton, suave, 41- 
year-old convicted 
burglar 
and 
onetime m inor union official, was 
not the gunman. 
The jury was out 90 m inutes but 
actually, its members said, it took 
only half that long to reach the 
verdict after a four-w eeks trial. 
An innocent verdict was unani­ 
mous on the first ballot Utter 45 
minutes. The rest of the time was 
reported spent in discussion. 
Bolton still didn’t w alk out of 
the courtroom a free man. He has 
most of a 10-to-15 year term for 
burglary to serve out yet unless 
he wins an appeal. 
But he jumped to his feet when 
he heard the verdict. 
Then 
he 
hugged and kissed a pretty court­ 
room 
spectator, 
Stella 
Sartori, 
whom he said he had planned to 
m arry “when this thing came up.” 
“There was no question about 
my innocence,” he told reporters, 
smiling and with tears in his eyes. 
The 
trial 
has m arked one of 
M ichigan’s biggest m anhunts in 
history. Police are still investigat­ 
ing the case. 
Boltoh was the only m an against 
whom a formal charge ever was 
placed in the April 20, 1948, shoot­ 
ing. He was accused of assault with 
intent to kill Reuther, president of 
the CTO United Auto Workers.

gress since the present court-di­ 
rected bargaining got underway 
on Feb. 15. 
“The situation is 
exactly 
the 
same as it was when these con­ 
ferences started,” Ching said. 
Nevertheless, as the union-op- 
erator talks resumed Ching and 
David L. Cole said they w ere re­ 
doubling their efforts over the 
weekend for an lith hour com­ 
promise. Cole is chairman of Mr. 
T rum an’s coal inquiry board. 
The two officials 
held 
secret 
meetings yesterday with John L. 
Lewis and his aides, but appar­ 
ently nothing came of the talks 
with the United 
Mine 
Workers 
leader. 
Lewis left later for Springfield, 
111., to attend the funeral of a 
brother. His absence 
from 
the 
weekend coal negotiations was a 
further dam pened 
on 
prospects 
for a coal contract.

Europe Can't 


Pay Off Loans 


Refunds To America 
May W a it 50 Years 
W ASHINGTON — (ZP) — A l­ 
though the European economy is 
improving through gifts of A m er­ 
ican 
billions, 
it 
isn’t 
healthy 
enough to pay off direct dollar 
loans before the year 2000. 
T hat’s the 
estimate 
Paul 
G. 
Hoffman, director 
of 
Marshall 
Plan aid, gave to the House For­ 
eign Affairs committee yesterday. 
Rep. Vorys (R-Ohio) suggested 
to Hoffman during discussions on 
the 
$3,100,000,000 
proposed 
to 
keep the plan going another year 
that further aid should be in the 
form 
of 
loans, 
instead 
of 
a 
straight gift. 
Hoffman said it would take 50 
years 
for 
Britain 
and 
other 
W estern 
European 
nations 
to 
earn enough dollars 
in 
foreign 
trade to repay American loans. 
“They can’t pay,” he said. “Bad 
paper is not an asset. It’s only a 
headache.” 
On the other side of the capitol, 
key ECA officials ran into criti­ 
cism before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
The 
most irate m ember was 
Chairman Connally (D) from oil- 
rich Texas who denounced B rit­ 
ain for “ordering” 
the 
sterling 
(Em pire) area not to buy A m er­ 
ican oil. 
“ If the British practice is to 
isolate the 
United 
States x x x 
then I’m not in favor of giving 
her another dollar. The British 
are not showing 
us 
friendship 
like we are giving them but hos­ 
tility—by trying to deprive A m er­ 
ican oil companies of legitimate 
trading areas.” he angrily told W 
John Kenney, ECA head for B rit­ 
ain. 


The union will go on trial be­ 
fore Federal Judge Richmond B. 
Keech for civil and crim inal con­ 
tem pt Monday. This is based on 
the continued w alkout of 372,000 
union members in face of K eech’s 
order on Feb. l l that they return 
to work. 
Attorneys for Lewis 
and 
the 
UMW argued yesterday that the 
men have stayed out in disregard 
of Lewis’ twice-issued instructions 
for them to return. They held that 
the men are striking as individu­ 
als, and that the union is not li­ 
able for their action. 
Keech declined to dism iss the 
contem pt charges and ordered the 
trial Monday. 
* 
The governm ent is expected to 
ask a heavy and continuing fine 
against the UMW in the event of 
a conviction. Lewis him self is not 
charged with contempt. 
Officials said a civil 
contem pt 
action is designee to achieve com ­ 
pliance with a court’s order and, 
accordingly, a fine for every day 
the strike continues after a con­ 
tem pt conviction probably would 
be asked. 
This fine could go as high as 
$1,000,000 a day.

WASHINGTON— (NEA)— Poli­ 
tical potato soup is getting thick­ 
er. Illinois Sen. Scott W. Lucas’ 
proposed farm bill amendments to 
tnd all government potato price 
.supports 
until marketing quotas 
are established has hit commercial 
potato growers right between the 
eyes. It even has the Department 
of Agriculture worried. 
Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F. Brannan has been yelling for 
Congress to do something 
about 
the potato situation. But the fear 
is 
now 
that the Lucas proposal 
goes too fast and too far. 
It would put the government in 
the position of going back on its 
announced promises to support the 
1950 
crop 
of potatoes at (JO per 
cent of parity—or an average of 
$1.01 per bushel. 
The Lucas proposal could not 
affect 1950 potatoes already plant­ 
ed in the Southern states. But it 
might, of course, deny supports to 
Northern .states where planting 
comes much later. This would be 
discrimination which Northern po­ 
tato growers would naturally re­ 
sent. 
Finally, 
the 
Lucas 
proposal 
would deny all future price sup­ 
ports unless the commercial potato 
growers agreed lo marketing quo­ 
tas. 
An 
important 
distinction here 
has to be made between what the 
Department of Agriculture4 refers 
to as marketing “agreements'* and 
marketing 
“quotas.’’ 
Marketing 
agreements cover only the grading 
and sacking cd potatoes according 
to size and quality. About 85 per 
cent of the 1950 potato crop will 
be under marketing 
agreements. 
Their effect was to have only Hie 
top-grade potatoes go to nun Ret. 
(juntas Limit Yield 
Marketing quotas, however, cov­ 
er the quantity production of pota­ 
toes. In order to beat acreage al­ 
lotments which the Department of 
Agiiculture imposes as a condition 
to receiving price supports, potato 
growers planted their rows closer 
together and used mort? fertilizer. 
I ’ndcr 
marketing 
quotas, 
they 
would not be permitted to increase 
them yields in this way. Growers

The president went farther, however, by 
suggesting to citizens everywhere that they 
organize locally to remove some of the con­ 
ditions under which crime flourishes and 
to use existing educational machinery to 
develop a positive moral code for the chil­ 
dren w ho will become the next generation 
of citizens.

MAY SABOTAGE POLICY 
If the objective is to sabotage American 
foreign policy, then McCarthy and those 
w ho join in this kind of business are suc­ 
ceeding better than they realize. The im ­ 
pression it creates in countries in Europe 
and Asia that want to work with the United 
States is almost worse than the impression 
it creates here. 
There was too much carelessness on se­ 
curity, and particularly during 
the

w hen this country was allied with the Sov­ 
iet Union and in the immediate afterm ath 
of the w ar. One cure is to strengthen pres­ 
ent laws. The law on treason should prob­ 
ably be tightened; certainly the statute of 
lim itations removed or greatly 
extended 
from th e present three years. 
Any authentic information about subver­ 
sive individuals in government should be 
given at once to the FBI. J. Edgar Hoover 
has repeatedly made it clear that to spread 
such information in the headlines makes 
the F B I’s task doubly difficult. 
In times like these there is an extra re ­ 
sponsibility on all public officials to avoid 
the alarm ist and the sensational. Yet, exact­ 
ly the opposite principle seems to prevail. 
Rep. W alter Judd of Minnesota went out 
to Oregon to make a Lincoln's day speech. 
In an interview printed in 
the 
Portland 
Oregonian he said that the Pacific N orth­ 
w est w as judged “expendable” iii nation­ 
al defense plans. He said that “ they” have 
made plans to defend the eastern half of 
the United States, southeastern Canada and 
w estern Europe. 
W hen a reporter pressed him to identify 
“they,” Ju d d was evasive—he w asn’t sure 
it was President Truman bunt it might have 
been “ political elements.” With the inter­ 
view was printed a photograph of Judd 
smilihg m errily as though he had just given 
the people of the region the happiest news 
in the world. 
The effect of such statements can be 
imagined, particularly when it is a known 
fact that Alaskan defenses are so weak as 
to be almost nonexistent. This is not the 
w ay to m ake America strong. It is ^ ie way 
to spread confusion and panic. If the men 
in the Kremlin have any sense of humor, 
which is highly improbable, they must be 
laughing at such responses lo the Soviet 
challenge.

Son Tells How 
He Killed Father 
At Clawson, Mich.

You can’t work without it. Get 
it, if you don’t have it. 
It’s on the back of the 16-page 
government booklet

how to figure your taxx. 
Attach to form 1040 
any 
re­

boss for tax withheld from you in 
1949. 
If you owe any tax, pay it in 
full when filing this 
return, 
lf 
you’ve been overtaxed

due a refund, indicate that in lino 
IO on Page I. The collector will 
send it to you. 
Husbands and 
wives, 
puzzled 
whether a single or joint return 
is cheaper when both 
have 
in­ 
come, should workout their tux 
both ways. It’s easy to do. They 
can’t lose filing jointly if one of 
them had no income. 
But when a couple files jointly, 
both must sign it. Otherwise, the 
collector will consider it a single 
return. This will boost their tax. 
A married couple with $5,000 or 
more income, filing jointly, are 
allowed a deduction of IO percent 
of their income up to a 
limit of 
$1,000 for things like medical ex­ 
penses and 
charitable 
contribu­ 
tions. They take that IO percent 
without itemizing or proving any­ 
thing. 
If 
their expenses 
were 
higher, they can claim them but 
then they’ll have to give proof 
by itemizing. 
A single person with $5,000 or 
more 
income, 
like 
a 
m arried 
couple filing jointly, gets a stand­ 
ard deduction of IO percent up to 
a limit of $1,000 without 
itemi­ 
zing. It’s different with a married 
couple when one 
of 
them 
files 
separately. 
No 
m atter 
how 
much 
over 
$5,000 such a couple’s income was, 
if one of them files separately and 
the other doesn’t file he gets a 
flat, standard deduction of only 
$500. If he wants to claim more, 
he must itemize.

A house of four rooms and bath, 
all on one floor, which is classed 
as “moderate-priced” according to 
present standards, 
is 
introduced 
today by the Home of the Week

Brockdale” 
has 
a 
choice of two floor layouts. 
In one plan the entrance is lo­ 
cated in a projection at the front 
of the house and opens into a ves­ 
tibule with a coat closet. In the 
alternate layout, the doorway is 
cut into the front 
wall 
of 
the 
house itself and the vestibule is 
eliminated. 
Measures 33-27 Feet 
The dwelling 
measures 
33x27 
feet at the foundation. If a gar­ 
age is to be built at the rear of the 
lot, space must be allowed for an 
8-foot-driveway and a 
lot 
with 
more than 50 feet frontage would 
be required. 
The house as pictured is finish­ 
ed with white-painted clapboards 
but shingles, brick or stucco may 
be substituted. 
In the original plan, the house 
is 
entered 
from 
the 
vestibule 
through an alcove off the living 
room. A coat closet is provided in 
the alcove. The living room meas­ 
ures li% x l6 feet and has a fire- 


| place in the outside end wall. Two 
windows flank the fireplace and 
j built-in bookcases may be placed 
under them. 
I Living Room Also Dining Room 
With 
either plan, 
the living 
room must serve also for formal 
dining so communication with the 
kitchen is possible. In the original 
plan 
the 
kitchen 
is 
entered 
through a small rear hall. The al­ 
ternate plan makes direct connec­ 
tion between kitchen and living 
room and adds a few extra inches 
to the size of the kitchen. 
The L-shaped rear hull is 
re­ 
tained in both plans, connecting 
with the two bedrooms and bath. 
Each plan has a linen closet in the 
hall and stairs to the cellar des­ 
cend from the hall.

Specifications call for hardwood 
floors in all rooms except kitchen

have insulation installed over all 
ceilings. Side wall insulation also 
will give added year around com­ 
fort. In a low-built 
dwelling of 
this type, owners should not anti­ 
cipate any second floor develop­ 
ment later.

West Germany Lifts 
Embargo On Steel 
Sent To Soviet Zone 


B E R L IN — (IN — West Germany 
has agreed to lift its embargo on 
steel exports to the Russian zone, 
a joint communique announced to­ 
day. 
Western negotiators made this 
commitment after a pledge from 
East German economic represen­ 
tatives to speed up formerly lag­ 
ging deliveries of Eastern products. 
The steel embargo went into ef­ 
fect Feb. 8 on suggestion of the A l­ 
lied High Commission.
